INTRIGUE IN THE SPRATLEY ISLANDS! 

What really happened in the South China 
Sea when four West German DX-peditioners 
attempted to put the remote Spratley 
Islands on the DX ham map? There is spe- 
culation that perhaps there was more to it 
than first thought. The ARRL Letter rece- 
ntly reported that a popular German news 
magazine (Der Spiegel) identified the 
wounded Baldur Drobnica (DJ6SI) as a count- 
er spy for the German government! Der 
Spiegel also called it a miracle that 
DJ6SI could survive 10 days at sea with- 
out food or water. 

The DX Bulletin out of Connecticut 
wondered if the mysterious Morse Code 
message reporting that the Spratley DX- 
peditioners had been picked up by a Soviet 
Submarine "might have been a smokescreen 
put up by the Vietnamese" on the island. 
TDXB also quistions why the helpless din- 
ghy wasn't blown out of the water and how 
it drifted nearly 150 miles against wind 
and currents! Another amateur newsletter, 
QRZ-DX reports that the Spratley story is 
being readied for publication in a "major 
ham radio magazine." 


THE TRANSMISSION OF BUSINESS COMMUNI- 
CATIONS in the Amateur Radio Serivce is a- 
nother item on the same agenda. The FCC is 
very concerned about abuses of the prohi- 
bition against the transmission of busi- 
ness communications in the Amateur Radio 
Service and we understnad that the comn- 
ission will issue a very clear directive 
concerning this! We will have the text on 
this in our next issue.

THE FCC WILL RULE ON NOVICE EXAMS on 
Wednesday, June 29, according: to.a Open 
Commission Meeting agenda being circul- 
ated. Since this is too late for our dead- 
line, we can only speculate (but we feel 
certain we are right) that the FCC will 
adopt final rules that will allow examin- 
ers to fully administer and grade Novice 
Class amateur radio operator examinations. 
The new rules will completely eliminate 
the "mail-back procedure" now in use. Ex- 
pect early implementation!

TRYING TO CONTACT THE SPACELAB by ftun- 
ning high power and uSing a large antenna 
array Can handicap you when the STS-9 
mission reaches orbit this fall. Accord- 
ing to AMSAT, the optimum terrestrial 
station for operators not accustomed to 
tracking satellites will be a 10-15 watt 

2 meter transceiver and a "turnstile" 

type antenna. It is now estimated that only 
900 maximum contacts with Dr. Garriott wil] 
be possible, since the "window" to any 
given geographic area will be only 8 min- 
utes on a pass. W5LFL will operate Split 
Frequency: stations on the ground will 
transmit to the spacecraft in the range 
144.910 - 145.470 MHz and listen for a 
response in the spectrum from 145.510 

to 145.770 MHz. Twenty kHz steps will be 
used for both transmit and receive. 

Dr. Garriott will operate from the aft 
flight deck of the space shuttle orbiter 
Columbia. His transceiver will be battery 
powered and capable of a nominal 5 watts 
output to a printed circuit "loop" an- 
tenna placed in the upper crew compartment 
window on the aft flight deck. Most of the 
earth's land mass will be within line-of 
Sight range of the STS-9 during a typical 
day. The Amateur operation is not scheduled 
to begin until Day Three of the mission 
and will be limited to a maximum of 1 
hour per day. Other, higher priority duties 
on Columbia or in the ESA Spacelab could 
shorten or preclude the on-the-air act- 
ivies of W5LFL during any given scheduled 
operating period. Westlink is preparing 
a special "Space and Science" Supplement 
for an upcoming issue that will explain 
how to best prepare to work W5LFL/space 
mobile. Tnx NASA, ARRL, AMSAT. 


ROUTINE LOGGING IN THE AMATEUR SERVICE 

has been eliminated. At their May 26th 
meeting, the Commissioners deleted the 
need for Radio Amateurs to keep logs for 
any communications. Included in this lat- 
est deregulation is the need for repeater 
station operators to keep audiotaped logs 
of telephone conversations to satisfy log- 
ging requirements. The Commission noted 
that “there is no longer an official need 
for records of routine station actmaty.” 
but added that field engineers and other 
FCC officials were delegated authority to 
require that specific individuals stations 
be required to keep logs, if in their view, 
this is warranted. The Commission also no- 
ted that nothing in the new rules prevents 
Amateurs from keeping logs on a voluntary 
basis. (By FCC Report & Order 17529 on 

PR Docket 82-726. ) 


THE COMMISSION HAS STREAMLINED and modi- 
Fied some other Amateur rules (in Part 97) 
and deleted some it deemed unnecessary. 
This action made a number of editorial 
modifications for "clarification purposes" 
and amended others either to relieve "un- 
due restrictions," or to codify them as a 
provision of the Communications Act. 

(FCC 83-237 by R & 0 May 26, 1983.) 
Included was deleting the necessity of 
RTTY and ATV stations to identify using 
the Morse Code. All changes will be in- 
corporated into the next printing of 

Part G7 ;

TAIWAN! S SOLE HAM OPERATOR LIMITS GAB 


From Associated Press thru Los Angeles

In Taiwan, where talk of direct links 
with China and the Soviet Union are a 
taboo, Tim Chen has easy chances to comn- 


in each of the 393 member countries. For 
this, 


unicate directly with some people in Pek- 
ing and Moscow without being penalized. | 

But 68-year old Chen, Taiwan's only am- 
ateur radio operator, is taking no chances. 
He often receives calls from one of Russia's 
20,000 amateur radio stations requesting 
conversations, and each time the answer is 
the same: no QSL--meaning no communication. 

Chen, who has been operating Taiwan' 
amateur radio station by himself for the 
last 23 years, told the Associated Press 
that he has so far not received any call 
from Peking, where a station was estab- 
lished earlier this year/ 

It would be easy for him to talk dir- 
ectly with his counterpart in Peking be- 
cause all he has to do is tune in the 
right frequency. But Chen said, "No, I 
won't do that. At least now I won't." 

Taiwan has rejected Peking's offer for 
direct links in telecommunications, mail, 
travel, air and shipping, dismissing the 
overture as a plot to communize Taiwan. 

Although indirect links in trade and 
mail through a third country exist, the 
Nationalist government has repeatedly 
Said that direct links with the mainland 
are not permitted and violators could face 
penalties, including possible prison terms. 

The Soviet Union, which Taiwan regards 
as an archrival in the same category as. 
Communist China, broke diplomatic ties with 
Taiwan in 1949 when the Chinese Communists 
gained control of China after defeating 
the Nationalists in a civil war. Taiwan and 
the Soviet Union reportedly also have a 
relationship in indirect trade, but direct 
links are clearly forbidden. 

Chen, who was a radio operator for an 
aviation company before 1949 and now is 
assistant manager of the private Columbia 
Films of China in Taipei, received govern- 
mant permission in 1959 to operate station 
BV2A using Morse code for communications - 
with more than 1 million amateur radio 
Stations in 393 countries. 

In 1974, he received further permission 
to operate BV2B, using voice to talk to 
amateur radio operators around the world. 

No additional amateur radio stations 
are allowed the Taiwan because of “secur- 
ity reasons," Chen said. There are over 
400,000 stations in the United States 
and more than 500,000 in Japan.
